Dr. Z. A. Hooper, 56, was found 


shot to death late Wednesday at his 
home near Patmos, southern Hemp- 
'stehd county. 


A shotgun, fired once, lay at his side. 


It was apparent that he committed 
suicide, Dr. J. H. Weaver, county 
coroner, said. 


After repeated threats by Dr. Hoop- 


er to take his life because of poor 
health, relatives removed all weapons 
from the house, but when his wife and 
12_year-old daughter left Wednesday 
for n visit to Hope Dr. Hooper went to 
R neighbor and borrowed a 12-gauge 
shotgun, ostensibly to kill a quail. 


Returning home, he went into his 


room, placed the barrel in his mouth 
and pulled the trigger. 


J. G. Gnrtrt, fatficr-irt-Jiw- of the 


dead mnn was sitting on the front 
porch. He heard the report of the 
gun and a. thud as the body struck 
the floor. 


Dr. Hooper was dead, his head vir- 


tually torn from his body when Gran' 
reached his side. 


Coroner Weaver was called, viewed 


the body and announced that no in- 
quest was necessary. 


Dr. Hooper formerly lived at Idabel 


Okla., removing to Hempstead county 
several months ago.

1. A long history of suppression of 


labor unions by employers, resulting 
In bitterness and complete distrust of 
.employers.

'2. The calling of troops against the 


longahoremen, which created such re- 
sentment'as to make mediation impos- 
sible.

3. Insurgence of large rank-ahd- 


file groups which howled down con- 
ciliatory proposals from conservative 
A. F. of L. officials and mediators. 


Both employers and employes were 


determined to make a closed shop- 
open shop finish fight issue. Em- 
ployers weakened first, but too late. 


Mediators found the hardest steam- 


ship companies to deal with were 
those which drew the most money 
from the government in ocean mail 
subsidies—the Dollar and Matson lines. 


When Force Is Tried 


Although Roosevelt was deep-sea

Unless results such as Toledo's 
are achieved, these situations seem to 
demand more troops and more blood- 
shed. 


Cream for Communists 


You'll hear more and more about 


Communists in the next few months, 
and some of it will be true. A strong 
federal drive against Communist la- 
bor agitators is more than a possi- 
bility. 


Communists are likely to be found 


wherever labor unrest simmers. Their 
mission is to make angry workers 
more militant, to get them accustom- 
ed to fighting employers and author- 
ities—and to victory, if possible. They 
don't preach the world revolution, to 
masses of A. F. of L. workers—yet. 
They have swung away from recent 
habits of isolated, ineffective demon- 
strations to the old policy of boring 
from within. 


No one here gives Communists cred- 


it for the San Francisco, Minneapolis 
or Toledo unheavals. But they help- 
ed. Federal mediators keep telling 
employers the only way to keep out- 
side "Reds" from influencing labor 
troubles is to be more conciliatory 
with their regular workers. 


Of course the term "Red" is often 


used indiscriminately against sincere 
labor leaders and honest labor causes. 
The Communists, who like to be con- 
sidered more important than they are, 
think that's swell.

You may believe you have cramps 


or stomach ache and may complain of 
the symptoms of -diarritea wherV-.you 
have, an inflammation of the intes- 
tines. But before the right kind o f j 
treatment can- be given, and before j 
repeated attacks can be prevented, it 
is necessary.-to fix. the responsibility 
on some definite, and usually single, 
cause. 


In children, sudden attacks of-pain 


in the bowels, and diarrhea, are fre- 
quently 'due to wrong diet. The old 
stomach ache''due to eating green ap- 
ples was of: this type. 


However, the overeating . of foods 


which stimulate action-of the bowels 
also is likely to bring on. irritability, 
with a certain amount of inflamma- 
tion. 


In most cases when persons are 


sensitive to food substances', .they re- 
spond to the eating of such food with 
irritability of the bowel and with ex- 
cessive activity. 


There are also certain drugs which 


have.a specific;effect on the bowel and 
which, if taken iri sufficient :p.uantlty, 
•wfll cause ' extreme 'irritation. This 
applies particularly to-drugs like ar- 
senic, mercury, and other poisonous 
.substances. 


Tar less frequently than is usually 


believed to be the case, material in 
the bowel ferments, because of unfa- 
vorable bacteria that are present, with 
a resulting intoxication of the body as 
a whole' and with a reaction within 
.the bowel manifested by looseness and 
straining. 


Of course, a severe infection with 


any of the bacterial organisms that 
are known to be dangerous to the 
human body, when they attack the 
bowel, will have an exceedingly bad 
result 


Inflammation of the bo we 1 with the 


symptoms that .have been mentioned 
also is not infrequent as a complica- 
tion of various ir^ectious disease, .par- 
ticularly typhoid1 fever, tuberculosis,

They are not only safety-guards, 
but assume 'respbnsibilty and give the 
mother a feeling of relief. 


Use Peroxide or Iodine 


So when Johnny comes roaring in 


with his finger or toe dripping, take 
the:member in your hand and have a 
good logk^^It is necessary to know 
whether the cut is -shallow or deep. 
If it "looks ugly and you know it is 
bleeding rhore than is healthy, send 
for Dr. Blank. However, go at it 
yourself first. Bathe it. Get all vis- 
ible dirt out And then hunt up your 
antiseptic. Perhaps you like perox- 
ide. It has a habit of boiling up and 
out. Or put on iodine. No harm us- 
ing both if you like. 


"Now wet a piece of clean old linen 


(mentioned in the bathroom kit) with 
water (a bit of salt in it) and press 
down on the cut, keeping the edges 
closed if possible until bleeding slows 
up. Then tie a clean bandage around 
it loosely. Not tight. Air is a heal- 
er. Change the bandage as soon as 
it becomes blood soaked. The bleed- 
ing will probably stop in a few min- 
utes. 


Applying a Touriquct 


If the wound is a deep one and you 


are far from a doctor the tourniquet 
may be used—that is, something tight 
tied near the cut to stop the severed 
vesel from emptying too fast. 
It 


should be tied between the cut and 
the body. But tourniquets are only 
used 
in the greatest 
emergencies. 


They must not be tied so tight as to 
cut off all other circulation and they 
cannot be left on too long. However, 
in extreme cases they have their use. 


The big thing is always to get the 


doctor when things look bad. 


Bandages stick sometimes when re- 


moved and take the healing scab with 
them. This opens up a new raw sur- 
face.

LITTLE ROCK.—(/!>)—T three-way 


appeal for federal aid in the drouth- 
ravaged counties of western Arkan- 
sas, was telegraphed to Washington 
Thursday by W. R. Dyess, state relief 
administrator, T. Roy Reid, assistant 
director of the Stale Extension Serv- 
ice, and C. S. Bouton, Department of 
Agriculture crop statistician. 


Aside from the major crop damage 


the drouth has also ruined the gar- 
den program set up by the relief ad- 
ministration, reports saidt 
Ajpprfox- 


imately $100,000 was spent for seed 
in this state, expected to produce a 
$6,500,000 return—but the drouth area's 
gardens are a total loss. 


Appeal for Aid

in both of those stales; when he mov- 
ed to California in 1910 because . of 
illness in his family, he joined the ad- 
vertising staff of a Long Beach daily, 
later becoming adverlising manager. 


Afterward he left the 
newspaper 


field for various business ventures. 
He became president of a Long Beach 
bank, and continued as such while 
serving in the Stale Assembly. 


Polled Largest Vote 


He served there 12 years, and in 


1926 
wona four-year term as state 


senaotr. It was In 1930 that he first 
drew the attention of the state as a 
whole by campaigning for the Re- 
publican nomination for lieutenant- 
governor against Tallant Tubbs, the 
ardent anti-prohibitionist. 


Winning the nomination by a nar- 


row margin, Merriam went on to make 
a walkaway o fthe fall election, de- 
feating his Democratic opponent by 
the largest vote ever accorded a can- 
didate for the lieutenant-governor- 
ship. 


Sought Governorship 


This year Marriam decided to try 


to take the next step and become gov- 
ernor. Early in the spring he began 
planning a quiet campaign for the 
Republican nomination. 


Then Governor Rolph fell seriously 


ill. 
Some 
of 
Merriam's 
associates 


urged him to insist that Rolph be de- 
clared unable to perform his duties, 
in which case the lieutenant-governor 
would automatically 
become 
acting 


governor. 


Merriam flatly rejected the propos- 


al. He said he hoped Governor Rolph 
would complete his term, and assert- 
ed that he never had and never would 
consider a plan to usurp his office. 
The stand won him many friends. 


Merriam was sworn in. Already the 
longshoremen's strike was rumbling 
ominously along the wate~fffbnt of San 
Francisco. A few wee'ks' later it de- 
veloped into the general strike. 


And Frank Merriam, the untried 


new occupant of the governor's chair, 
became the man of the hour.
